Citation for the 2011 Tremaine Medal 


It is with great pleasure that the Tremaine Medal committee announces Dr. Peter F. McNally has 
been chosen as the recipient of this year’s Tremaine Medal and Watters-Morley Prize, awarded for 
distinguished achievement in the field of Canadian bibliography. Dr. McNally has contributed to 
Canadian bibliography as a librarian, historian and professor of Library and Information Studies. 
For nearly forty years he has actively supported and developed the field through publications, 
presentations, exhibitions, teaching and supervision, as well as community service. 


During his long career at McGill University, first as reference librarian, then as acquisitions 
librarian and finally as Lande Librarian in the Rare Books and Special Collections Department, he 
has developed his expertise in library history. He was then active in promoting and developing this 
field as a Professor at McGill’s Library Science programme. Since 2003, Professor McNally has 
served as McGill University’s official historian. Peter McNally is first and foremost a library 
historian, and his surveys on writing about Canadian libraries (1986, 1996) are basic reading for 
anyone wishing an orientation on the subject. He has also consistently contributed, through 
publications, reviews and addresses, more generally to the field of bibliography.

Much of Professor McNally’s bibliography reflects an interest in both bibliography and history, 
particularly the history of McGill, of Canada, and of Canadian Libraries. These interests are 
combined, for example, in the thesis of his second Master’s degree in History on “The McGill 
University Magazine, 1901-1906; an Evaluation and a Bio-bibliographical Analysis." Professor 
McNally has also brought attention to important figures connected with the history of books and 
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book collecting, focusing particularly on those connected with the history of McGill, including 
William Osler, Judge Robert Mackay, Lawrence Lande, and the Redpaths. Professor McNally’s 
bibliographic investigation of the mysterious ‘autobiography’ of Peterley Harvest by Richard 
Pennington, McGill University Librarian from 1947-64, illustrates well his versatility and ability to 
use bibliography to further interest in and understanding of history. It is fitting that he should have 
been named head of the History of McGill Project in 2003. 


Professor McNally’s bibliographical work has received the financial support of a number of 
institutions, among them McGill University, the Bibliographical Society of Canada, the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council of Canada, the Association of Canadian Studies, the 
Osgoode Society for Canadian Legal History and Canada Works. This is a testimony of the 
confidence and recognition Professor McNally’s work has garnered throughout his long and fruitful 
career. 


From his first years in the Department of Library Science, Professor McNally has taught, among 
other things, the bibliographical control of reference materials, and the history of books and 
printing. His voice has been instrumental in and essential to the continued offering of courses that 
provide a historical look at books, printing, and libraries within a changing field. Professor 
McNally’s courses in the History of Books and Printing link books, printing and publishing with 
their surrounding cultural, social and economic environments, and his approach has contributed 
substantially to the interest and sensitivity to such issues on the part of librarians graduating from 
McGill’s programme in Library Studies, now the School of Information Studies. Professor McNally 
has indeed supervised the work dozens of Master’s and Ph.D. candidates, many of whom have gone 
on to contribute important research to their respective fields. 


Outside of the University, Peter McNally has served on editorial bodies of several titles important 
for the dissemination of bibliographical work, including Libraries and Culture: a Journal of 
Library History (1986-), Epilogue: Canadian Bulletin for the History of Books, Libraries, and 
Archives (1993-), McGill’s own Fontanus, from the Collections of McGill University (1987-1988), 
and the History of the Book in Canada (2000-2007). His community service to professional and 
scholarly organizations, however, has been even more substantial, and his longstanding 
commitment to several Canadian and other library associations is well known. He is convener of the 
Library History Interest Group of the Canadian Library Association (1980-) and in 2010 was 
awarded the Quebec Library Association’s Anne Galler Award for outstanding service in the field. 
He has also been a member of the Bibliographical Society of Canada for over thirty years and has 
served the Society in several leadership roles, apart from serving as a Council member he was the 
Society’s President from 1999-2002. 


Throughout his career, Peter McNally has supported, taught, promoted and helped to disseminate 
and further work in Canadian bibliography and he has shifted his focus more recently to include the 
study of book history and publishing. This work has been an integral part of a career dedicated to 
developing knowledge about Canadian libraries and history, and through his efforts, new Canadian 
librarians have become more knowledgeable about the importance of history to books and libraries, 
and of books and libraries to history. Professor McNally 1s an impressive and deserving candidate 
for the Bibliographical Society of Canada’s Tremaine Medal, and it is with great pride that he 1s 
given this award today. 
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Bernard Amtmann Fellowship 2011 


The Bernard Amtmann Fellowship was awarded to Elizabeth Hanson in support of her work on the 
connection between Ontario’s early public libraries and the Canadian book trade, specifically her 
research on the career of prominent librarian Mary J.L. Black. Hanson will consult minute books 
and other library records relating to the Fort William Public Library (Thunder Bay). 


The Bernard Amtmann Fellowship is offered in memory of Bernard Amtmann (1907-1979), the 
noted bookseller and specialist in Canadiana. The Fellowship was offered for the first time in 1992 
and will be offered every three years thereafter to support the work of a scholar in one of Mr. 
Amtmann's principal areas of interest: Canadiana, book collecting, bookselling, and bibliography. 
Special consideration will be given to applicants working on some aspect of the book trade. The 
Fellowship, which is in the amount of $1,500.00, is open to non-Canadians and to those who are not 
members of the Bibliographical Society of Canada.

Marie Tremaine Fellowship 2011 


The Marie Tremaine Fellowship was awarded to Nicholas Giguere in support of his research on the 
career of journalist and gay-rights activist Bernard Courte (1949-1991), specifically for research 
into Courte’s collaborative work and his service as a liaison between francophone and anglophone 
gay publishing communities in Quebec and in Toronto. Giguére will consult the Courte fonds in the 
Canadian Lesbian and Gay Archives (CLGA) in Toronto. 


The Tremaine Fellowship is offered in memory and through the generosity of Marie Tremaine 
(1902-1984), the doyenne of Canadian bibliographers. The Fellowship was instituted in 1987 and is 
offered annually to support the work of a scholar engaged in some area of bibliographical research, 
including textual studies and publishing history and with a particular emphasis on Canada. The 
Fellowship, which is in the amount of $2,000.00, is open only to members of the Bibliographical 
Society of Canada.

Obituary — Douglas Grant Lochhead, 1922-2011 

Douglas Lochhead, the poet laureate of Sackville, New Brunswick, died March 15, 2011 ina 
Westmorland-area nursing home. He was 88. Lochhead was an honourary member of the BSC, as 
well as the 1985 winner of the Tremaine Medal. 


John Fraser, the current Master of Massey College, University 
of Toronto, wrote this tribute to Lochhead, who was the 
founding librarian at Massey: 


I am saddened to report the death on Tuesday March 15, 2011 
of the Founding Librarian of Massey College, Professor 
Douglas Lochhead. He ruled the library here from 1963 to 
1975, established the Victorian printing room, assembled many 

— of its collections, and was also Professor of English at the 
University of Toronto. In 1975 he moved to Sackville, New Brunswick to the Director of Canadian 
Studies at Mount Allison University, a post he stayed at till 1987. 





A close associate of Robertson Davies and Vincent Massey, he was a warm, congenial colleague to 
all those who knew him and several generations of Junior Fellows revered him. Just a few months 
ago, one of those alumni gave a spectacular and anonymous gift to the college of $1-million for 
Junior Fellow bursary support and requested that those who receive it be known as Lochhead 
Scholars. The donor said that his days in graduate school were made “bearable” by the kindness and 
fellowship of Professor Lochhead. 


Born in Guelph, he was a veteran of World War II and was a member of a special unit trained to 
prepare for invasion along the coast of England. Prior to coming to Massey he held various librarian 
positions, first at the Toronto Public Library, and then successively Victoria College in British 
Columbia, Cornell, Dalhousie and York universities. 


Apart from the printing presses and the core of the Robertson Davies Library, other tangible 
reminders of Professor Lochhead include the painting done by his brother, the distinguished artist 
Kenneth Lochhead, in the Common Room next to a specially printed poem by Professor Lochhead 
who was an accomplished poet. The poem and the painting are both entitled High Table. 


I will be conveying to both of Professor Lochhead’s daughters our sincere condolences as well as 
profound gratitude for all of the gifts he contributed to this college. I will also be pointing out that 
the first Lochhead Scholars will be appointed within the next few weeks and that the college flag 

will be lowered to half mast from Friday to Monday.

Exhibition: ‘In Memoriam: Ralph Stanton,” 11 July-16 September 
2011 


Ralph Stanton, professor of mathematics at several Canadian 
universities, was one of the moving forces in establishing the 
internationally renowned School of Computing Science at the University 
of Waterloo. He was also an avid book collector, and without question 
has been the single most prolific donor to the Fisher Library. Beginning 
with his first donation, a two-volume set of the 1587 edition of 
Holinshed's Chronicles in 1986, hundreds of volumes have been arriving 
annually from Winnipeg right up to the time of his passing in 2010. His 
first major donation, in 1988, was his collection of Portuguese history 
and literature. Numbering over 3000 books, it made the Fisher Library 
one of the most important repositories of Portuguese materials in North : 
America. Each year since then he has donated materials covering a wide variety of subjects, and has 
swelled the Fisher’s collections in many areas. 
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His collection of French literature, particularly seventeenth- and eighteenth-century drama, 1s 
especially strong, and the Fisher now boasts comprehensive collections of most of the significant 
French playwrights of the Classical period. Professor Stanton has also donated a number of 
incunables and early printed books, many of which are exhibited.

/ specimens from the Islamic Studies and Rare Books collections. The 
_ Shahnameh has become without a doubt one of the foremost literary 
works to encapsulate the breadth and depth of Iran’s historical 
trajectory. First composed by Ferdowsi to preserve Iran’s cultural, 
linguistic and historical heritage, the Shahnameh, meaning ‘the book of 
kings,’ details the history of Iran prior to the Arab invasion in the 9th 
century. 


This literary work, a national epic composed in 52,000 couplets tells the 
story of heroes, villains, monsters and offers sage advice on moral 
lessons in governance. Legendary are the stories of its famous kings and 
heroes, especially of Rustam who so fearlessly defended the Persian kingdom in many spectacular 
battles against the hostile Turanians from the North. The epic also relates the important features of 
ideal kingship. It narrates the battle between Good and Evil, and is a constant reminder that life is 
just a transitory memento. 





The ISL exhibition offers the visitor an opportunity to experience some of the heroes and villains of 
this remarkable epic poem. With 16 miniature paintings on display, the exhibition offers the viewer 
a diverse overview of this celebrated text as well as the magnificence of Persian painting.

University of Toronto Professor Emeritus Linda Hutcheon of English and the Centre for 
Comparative Literature was among the 54 new appointments to the Order of Canada, this country’s 
highest honour for a lifetime of outstanding achievement. Hutcheon, a specialist in postmodernist 
culture and critical theory, was cited for her contributions to the fields of literary criticism and 
theory. A prolific writer, Hutcheon has more than a dozen books to her credit and her studies of 
postmodernism have begun to shape the way literary scholars and critics see the evolution of 
contemporary letters in the western tradition. She is also one of the major critics of contemporary 
Canadian writing and culture. Hutcheon’s achievements have garnered her many awards, among 
them a Killam Prize for the humanities and the 2010 Molson Prize in the social sciences and 
humanities. As well, in 2000 she was elected the 117th president of the Modern Languages 
Association, the third Canadian and first Canadian woman to hold the position.

From the Quill and Quire: Halifax illustrator and filmmaker Colleen MaclIsaac found a used 
hardcover edition of the Robertson Davies play A Jig For the Gypsy at her local Salvation Army 
store. But what is special about this particular copy is that it contained a 1956 typewritten letter 
from Davies to Queen’s University professor Malcolm Ross. The English-literature scholar, who 
received the Order of Canada in 1976, passed away in Halifax nine years ago. The letter, sent when 
Davies was an editor of the Peterborough Examiner, expresses a pointed dislike of Metropolitan 
Opera radio performances: “The broadcasting of ludicrous Nineteenth Century melodrama, 
accompanied by music which is emotionally powerful but frequently of staggering vulgarity, and 
projected by means of acting which often falls below the level of a high school literary society’s 
play, is cultural only on a very special level.”

Thousands of pages from one of the world’s biggest collections of historic books, pamphlets and 
periodicals are to be made available on the internet. 


In June, the British Library reached a deal with search engine Google to make available about 
250,000 texts dating back to the 18th Century. It will allow readers to view, search and copy the 
out-of-copyright works at no charge on both the British Library and Google books websites. The 
works selected to be digitized date from between 1700 and 1870, and the project will take some 
years to complete, with Google covering the costs of digitizing. The British Library’s web site is at:

Staying with the British Library, it is in the process of raising £9 
million to purchase the St. Cuthbert Gospel, considered the 
earliest surviving intact Western book. It was hand-written in 
the late-7th century by the expert scribes at the famous 
Northumbrian monasteries of Wearmouth-Jarrow. Its historical 
importance 1s immense: in 698 the book was placed in the coffin 
of St Cuthbert, one of Britain's most important saints and early 
Christian leaders, and was discovered when his coffin was 
opened in Durham Cathedral in 1104.

Notes and comments hand-written by Charles Darwin on the pages and margins of the books in his 
personal library are now available online for the first time, enabling new insights into the great 
naturalist’s thought processes and the development of the theory of evolution.
